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THE POSITION OF COTTONSEED OIL. 
The crushers of cottonseed began the 
season of 1878-79 under most unfavor- 
able circumstances and the promise of a 
profitless year. The gathering of the 
seed had. been so far retarded by the 
yellow fever that only a small crop was 
obtained and the work of crushing was 
delayed considerably. . Prices, too, had 
declined under a light home and foreign 
trade, the demand from the latter 
source having been checked, it was 
stated, by the large: olive crop of last 
year. The subsequent purchases by ex- 
porters, however, would seem to indi- 
cate that they held off rather for the 
purpose of “‘bearing’”’ the market than 
because of any actual prospect that the 
oil would not be wanted. The experi- 
ence of former years has shown that a 
large olive crop is usually followed by 
‘two or three short yields, and in either 
case the cottonseed product is so much 
cheaper as to always bein demand for 
adulterating purposes. The export de- 
mand finally sprang up with consider- 
able activity, but not until the market 
had received another severe blow in the 
failure of a heavy operator here, which 
threw large quantities of oil upon the 
market suddenly, and for a time caused 
considerable depression. Following this, 
and within the past three months, the 
sales on foreign account have been very 
free, placing the market. ina more fa- 
vorable position than it has occupied 
for a year past. At the opening of the 
present crop year there was a stock of 
nearly 750,000 gallons, a portion of 
which was still remaining on Jan. 1st, 
the exports from New Orleans and New 
York up to that date having been less 
than 509,000 gallons, and the home con- 
sumption, meantime, but trifling. The 
low prices prevailing from January for- 
ward to the present month have induced 
a free foreign trade, however, and the 
statistics up to this time show 
exports from the two ports of 
4,000,C00 gallons from September Ist. 
This is nearly 250,000 gallons more than 
were exported up to the corresponding 
date in 1878 and but 5°0,000 gallons less 
than the export for the entire crop year 
of 1877-8. These shipments were in ex- 
cess of the expectations of crushers, and 
so far relieved the market as to leave it 
at the present time comparatively bare 
of stock, while the make of oil from 
the last’ crop of seed is about closed. 
How far the present rising tendency of 
prices will extend, it is impossible to 
foresee, though we should be surprised 
if it went far into the forties. But an 
advance to forty cents, even, would be 
a considerable item to crushers, who 
complain of the low prices ruling for 
the past few months as having been 
without profit to them. Weare dispos- 
ed to think, from the best information 
obtainable, however, that crushers bave 
been saved from loss by the superior 
quality of the seed this year, and its un- 
usually fine yield of oil. Had the pro- 
duct not contained more than ‘the 
average quantity of high grade oil, 
the prices obtained would cer. 
tainly not have proved remunerative 
to any but the largest and most econom- 
ical erushers. For the coming year 
there is every prospect of a large crop of 
seed, and the increased railway and oth- 
er facilities for getting it to the mills 
will contribute largely toward lessening 
the cost of the product and at the same 
time increasing its volume, The chances 
fora free domestic trade are rather 
slight, so long as lard and whale oils 
remain so cheap, but for the export 
trade,now that there is assurance a 
small olive crop this year, there is every 
reason to expect an active demand. The 
industry is not encouraging to new ven- 
turers just now, but certainly holds out 
to those already in it the promise of 
more profit than they have realized this 
year

{ MEDICAL USES OF LINSEED OIL. 


The necessity of introducing fats into 
the system has hitherto given employ- 
ment to cod liver oil chietly, that being 
the most available hydrocarbon, but its 
use has been objectionable to some peo- 
ple and a more palatable substitute 
has been sought for by physicians. The 
emulsions of cod liver oil in some cases 
are objected to by some physicians, and 
experiments have been repeatedly made 
with other fats for the purpose of ob- 
taining something possessing the vir- 
tues of cod liver oil without its objec- 
tionable features. The latest substitute 
for that article is linseed oil, which Dr. 
Sherwell, in a paper recently read be. 
fore the American Dermatological As- 
sociation, states that he was induced to 
try its use by observing the beneficial 
effects of linseed cake upon cattle and 
horses, both in making their coats 
sleek and improving their general con- 
dition; and his experience had shown 
that the agent was of equal service to 
the human economy. If the patient 
were a male and had sound teeth, the 
seed itself was the best form in which 
to take it. The man could carry about 
ten ounces of this in his pockets, and 
would probably consume about a tea- 
cupful in the course of aday. The or- 
dinary domestic linseed was small and 
dark in color, and contained only about 
20 per cent of oil; while that from Bom- 
bay or Calcutta (which was the kind 
recommended) was larger, lighter in col- 
or,and contained about 30 per cent of oil. 
In the case of women or children the 
ground seed, mixed with milk in the 
form of a porridge, was more desirable, 
and was unpalatable to very few per- 
sons. In certain cases it could be 
given in the form of bread, although he 
did not consider this method quite so 
efficient as the others. The bread could 
be made by mixing linseed meal with 
flour in any proportion desired. This 
had been suggested to him by Dr, 
Piffard. (A loaf containing 60 per 
cent of the meal was here presented to 
the association, and was tasted by one 
or two of the members. When linseed 
was eaten, a natural emulsification was 
performed with the recent oil found in 
the stomach, and it had been established 
by chemists that a recent oil was much 
more active than one which had been 
long exposed to oxidation. The hulls 
also served to stimulate the perisaltic 
action of the intestines. He be- 
lieved that it had specific virtues in 
dry and scaly diseases of the skin, such 
as pityriasis rubra, ichthyosis, and dry 
eczema, both on account of its special 
action upon the sebaceous secretion and 
its effect in improving the general con- 
dition of the patient. 

Dr. Sherwell then gave in detail four 
cases of great obstinacy and severity, in 
which its curative influence was most 
happily shown. The seed was given in- 
ternally in one of the forms above men- 
tioned, and the oil applied externally. 
The lubricating effect of the latter was 
most admirable, and it had the advant- 
age over most other oils of not becoming 
rancid when exposed to degraded epithe- 
lium. In exzema he was in the habit of 
wrapping the parts affected in anumber 
of folds of linen saturated with it. He 
believed that flaxseed was a specific rem- 
edy for the sebaceous glans, increasing 
their secretions when it was diminished 
and restoring it to its natural character 
when it had been altered by disease. 
The testimony of other physicians who 
had tested the oil was somewhat contra- 
dictory, but it was generally thought 
that the use of bread from the seed, if it 
really possessed no free starch, would be 


advantageous to diabetic cases,

Mr. Adamson was an energetic 
business man, who avoided a'ike the 
responsibilities and the ostentation of 
a public life and his i.tegiity as a 
merchant, coupled with his social 
genia ity, won fo: him the esteem and 
admiration of a wide circle of ac- 
q’aintsances thoughout the United 
Stutes.

The bungs of every one of these bar- 
rels were taken out, and this was 
poured back again? Not all of it; some 
was thrown down. 

Did you find any bungs out when 
you went to take those samples? No, 
we commenced with a fresh piece of 
work, 

Aud you say that you found those 
samples cloudy? Yes sir, sume worse 
than others. 

And that was all that you observed? 
That isall that I observed. 

What did you take this out into—a 
glass? It wasa common 4-ounce bot- 
Pe one of our common American bot- 
tles, 

The oil that came out of those bar- 
rels was very different from the oil that 
you took out here in East Boston? Yes 
sir. 

And you say you saw it taken out of 
every one of those barrels? Yes sir, 

Did you bring asample of it home 
with you Yessir. 

That was one of those samples that 
you had taken out at your office that 
congealed? Which office? 

You spoke of having a sample in your 
office which you say congealed? That 
was the Liverpool office you refer to. 

Was itasample that you took out 
over there?

What day of the week was it when 
you went to your office and observed this 
vil congealed?

I won’t swear be- 
cause I haven’t looked at the account for 
that purpose. If anybody did sell it, it 
was on their own responsibility, if there 
was any responsibility about it, After 
it passed out of our hands, we had noth- 
ing to do with it. 

You had an opportunity to inspect all 
of this oil in Boston, if you wanted to? 
I had an opportunity to inspect the 200 
barrels, but I doubt very much if I had 
an opportunity of inspecting the 100 
barrels, if I had so desired. 

Did you not have a talk with Mr. 
Bedford about paying for inspection in 
New York? In regard to this oil? Yes 
in regard to this very oil?

Will you swear you didn’t? I can’t 
say what I might have said, but I don’t 
remember anything of the kind.

CHEMICAL PRODUCTS FROM 'THE 
BEET, 

From the distillation of the mo'asses 
of the beet root there is obtained, af- 
ter the spirit distillate, aliquid known 
as vinasse, which remains in the re- 
tort. ‘This was former'y wasted, but 
of late years it has been utilized asa 
source of the selts of potash. ‘The vi- 
nasse is evaporated to dryness and 
calcined, when it yields an ash termed 
salin rich in compounds of | otassium, 
The composition of the ash varies 
with the cha'acter of the soil on which 
it has been taired. By this process 
about 2,009 tons of carbonate .of pot- 
ash are: nnually produced from the 
French distilleries. It might fairly | e 
fuppused that chemistry bad now 
done its utmost to utilize the products 
of the beet, hasing obtained from it 
successively the sugar, the spirit, and 
the potash. Lecent researches, how- 
ever, have shown that the 
chemist has by wo means ex 
hausted his skill in that direction. 
In the residual liquor trom the distil 
lation of the molas-es there i- not only 
the «alkaline matter of the beet juice, 
which the root has ext acted from the 
soil but there is also much organic 
matter, some of wlich is nitrogenous, 
Duriog the ca'cination of the dried 
vinasse this organic matter is decom: 
posed, leaving a porous carbonaceous 
mass associated with the mineial resi. 


dues If the concentrated vivasse be 
subjected to destructive distillation 
in iron retor s, the volatile products 
of the decomposition may be secu: ed, 
just as in the process of gas making. 
On passing these products through 
condensers, the coudensable portions 
will be I'quifid whie the :o called 
permanent ga‘es will pass outward, 
and may be utilized as iuel ‘The con- 
densed products consist mainly of 
tarry and ammonia‘al liquors; and in 
this respect they resemb'e the sorre- 
spoudinzg products obtained in the 
manu‘acture of coal gas, but the 
chemical composition of the product: 
is nut identical in the two ca es. Thus 
the ammonia water obtained during 
the distillxti'on of the vinssse ash <on- 
tains, among other products, la'ge 
quantities of the salts of trimethy'a: 
mine. Upon their presence a new 
manufacture has been esta! lished. 
Trimethylamine, a substance which 
was discovered nearly thirty years 
ago by Dr. Hofmann. belongs to the 
class of organic bodies koown as 
‘*¢ompound ammonias.” Although 
trimethylamine is at prs’ nt of no in- 
dustrial value, it is far othe’ wise with 
some of its produ ts. Thus, M. Vin 
cent has found that its hydr chlorate 
may be easily decomposed by heat 
into free ammonia (which is. of course, 
a useful product), free trimethylamine 
(which can be again c nverted into its 
hydrochlorate), and chloride of methy] 
This chloride is a combustible gaseous 
body, easily condensed to a mobile 
liquid. Hitherto it has rot been ob- 
tained in quantity, but M Vincent can 
now prepare it to any extent, and, 
condensing it in strong wrought iron 
cylinders can transport it with ease 
and safety. 

Chloride of methyl may be a'lvan- 
tageously used in the p eparation of 
sowe of the we'bylated colors, such 
as Hoffman’s violets ad the ani ine 
greens. By the  newly-discoverrd 
source of methyl-chloride, the cost of 
preparation of these colos will be 
econom'zed, since iit can replace the 
more expensive iolide. But the in- 
teresting application of chloride of 
methyl which has yet been proposed 


is that of a refrigerating agent. By- 


the r:pid evaporation of the condens- 
ed liquid a very great reduction of 
temperature is produced, and as the 
liquid is neither poisonous nor corro- 
sive, it promises to become of much 
importance. Indeed, M. Vincent has 
constructed a freezing machine, in 
which, by the evaporation of the chlo- 
ride of methyl. as low a tempera'ure 
as~-553 centigrade may be maintain- 
ed; a temperature which is considera- 
bly below the freezing poivt of quick- 
silver. We have now, therefvre, in 
our hands a new refrigerating agent, 
by means of which mercury may be 
frozen by the pound.

IMITATION AMBER DETRIMENT- 
AL TO HEALTH, 

A manufactured article has lately 
been passed off on the Continent upon 
unsuspecting buyers as genuine amber, 
which is a spurious compound of cam- 
rhor, turpentine, copal, etc. The imi- 
tation closely resembles the real article, 
and also possesses the peculiar electric 
faculties of the latter. The fraud com- 
mitted upon the buyers would, there- 
fore, not be a matter of great moment 
although the imitation can be produced 
at bonat one fifth the cost of real am- 
ber) if the use of the imitation was not 
highly detrimental to health. This, 
however, it is toa high degree, as has 
been p~oved by the greatest medical au- 
thorities of the Continent. As the spu- 
rious article is principally used for the 
manufacture of cigar-tubes and mouth- 
pieces for pipes, it is obvious 
that everyone who becomes a 
victim to the fraud must be directly in- 
jured in health, ani therefore the great- 
est care should be taken to buy those 


— a 


articles only from well-known respecta- 


ble houses, or otherwise to apply a 
proper test in order to find out whether 
real amber or the spurious compound 
has been obtained. The imitation arti- 
cle, if put on a hot iron flate, will soon 
begin to melt, whereas a very great heat 
is necessary ouly to soften the genuine 
amber. Another way of testing it is to 
put it into sulphuric ether, when after a 
few seconds the polish of the compound 
will entirely disappear, its. surface be- 
come of a greasy nature to the touch, 
and, finally, so soft that it can be easily 
pared off with asharpinstrument. Gen- 
uine amber is not affected in any way by 
sulphuric ether.

Resolved, That a special committee of five be 
appointed by the President, for the purpose of de- 
vising plans loeking to the greater development 
and consumption of our meal product throughout 
the States, both for feeding and fertilizing 
purposes, and, if deemed necessary, that an ap- 
propriation be recommended for painting or can- 
vaseing. 

Resolved, That the President and Secretary are 
hereby appointed to act with eaid committee in 
furtherance of the object hereby conveyed. 


The Chair appointed, on said com- 
mittee, Messrs. Thompson, O’Shaugh- 
ne-sy, Baker, Aldige and Cochrane. 


The Committee on Sacks made the 
following report, which was, on motion 
of Mr. Maginnis, adopted: 


Your Committee on Sacks beg leave to report 
that, while the regolutions adopted at Cincinnati, 
last year, have resulted in great benefit to the 
crushers, they now recommend that the following 
resolutions be substituted, as being still better cal- 
culated to carry ont the purposes of this Associa- 
tion, viz.: 


Resolved, That the use, by any mill, of sacks be- 
longing to other mills, is hereby declared dishon- 
orable, and that a penalty of fifty cents for each 
sack received be imposed upon any mi! receiving 
sacks the property of other mills, said penalty to 
be paid to the owner of eaii sacks, 


Resolved, That the above resolution ig not in- 
tended to apply to an occasional sack which may 
be received by a mill without being observed, pro- 
vided that said stray sacks be properly returned to 
the owner thereof. 


Resolved, That it isthe duty of ail members of 
this Asgociation, who may observe an improper nse 
of sacks, belonging to other mills, members of 
this Association, to report the same to the owners 
of such sacks. 


Resolved, That the Secretary be instructed to no 
tify owners, agents o: captains of s!eamboats, or 
other water crafts, and of railroad or other land 
carriers, that they will be held responsible, in dam 
ages, for the delivery of branded sacks of any 
mill, members of this Association to any person 
not the owner thereof, without the authority of said 
owner, 


Resolved, That all crushers, members of this As 
eociacion, or who may hereafter abide by this sack 
agreement, will share, in the ratio of their number 
of boxes, in aby expense that may hereafter be in- 
currred by any crusher, party to this agreement, 
to enforce, legaily, the provisions of this: agree- 
ment upon any mull or mills, steamboats, railroads, 
or any other land or water carriers. 

Resolved, That the Secretary is hereby instruct- 
ed and requested toissne, from time to time, as 
may be deemed ueceisury and expedient, such cir- 
culaisas may be conducive to car:y out the pur- 
poses of the above resolut'ons, 

Resolved, That the Secretary be instructed to 
draw up Or have drawn up petitions to the Legis- 
latures of the several States, in which cotton seed 


mil's are located, io have it made a penal offense 
to use branded eacks for any other purpose than 
stipulated for by the owners thercof. 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this convention 
that the resolutions adopted at Cincinnati, guard- 
ing against the impreper use of sacks, have been 
generally carried out in good faith and have there- 
by benefited the crushers.

To the President of the Cottonseed Crushers’ Con- 
vention; 
Sin: Your Committee, appointed to report upon 
a resolution offered by Robert Thompson, on the 
subject of ‘‘meal,” beg leave to report as follows: 
Upon careful consideration of the subject before 
them they have agrecd that itwould be difficult in the 
short spaceof time allotted to them,to venture upon 
practical suggestions as to the immediate steps to be 
taken for the promotion of the endin view. They 
all agree that the matter referred to them is of the 
greatest importance and demands the most careful 
consideration, and they deem it as indispensable 
that all cottonsced crushers should lay before the 
Committee on Statistics suchdata as will enable 
them t» ascert in exactly the amount of cake ex- 
ported from the United Statea, and the quantity of 
meal consumed inthe home markets. They fur- 
ther recommend that this, or some other similar 
committee, be continued or appointed for the pur- 
pose of gathering data, facts or figures, in order to 
lay before the next Convention such suggestions as 
may be deemed conducive to the best interests of 
the crushers in that Convention. And they farther 
recommend, that the Committee on Statietics 
should confer with this committee, and lay before 
it statement of such facts and figures as they may 
have obtained in this connection. It is further re- 
commended that the Committee on Statistics 
should assure crushers that all statements, facts 
and figures submitted by them will be held strictly 
private, and will be stated in all reports in aggre- 
gated volume only.

THE PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY Evening. Juné 24, 1879. 

The most interesting feature of the 
week has been the reduction in the 
freight rates on oil from the regions, 
which went into effect y terday. 
The rate from the Bradford District, 
which had been previously reduced to 
85c, was cut down to 30c to New York 
and 25¢ to Philadelphia, while the 
Parker rate i: reduced just 50 per cent, 
that is, from $1 10 to 55c in erude to 
New York and 4ic to Philadelphia and 
Baltimore. The rate on refined is 5c 
lower than the above. ‘There is alsoa 
reduction on pipeaze by the United 
Lines, which is made in the form of a 
reba‘e of lic per bbl, which brings 
pipeage down to 5c per bbl. This makes 
freight and pipeage from the Bradford 
District 35c to New York against $1 05 
before the reduction. The decline is 
made only for the purpose of slaugh- 
tering the Tidewater pipe line and its 
connections, and what success it will 
meet is at present entirely problemat- 
ical. The friends of the new line say 
that it is abundantly able to take 
care of itself, while the adherents of 
the Standard Oil Co. and the United 
pipe lines predict the speedy wiping 





out of the competition. ‘The 
most puzzling thing about the 
reduced rate is the discrimina- 


tion that is made against crude 
oil, by a 5c less rate on refined. We 
take it, however, that this difference 
is made wholly in the interest of the 
Western refiners, who belong ex lu- 
sively to the Standard, and who, un- 
der this schedule, will have an advan- 
tage of from 20@25c per bbl on Parker 
oil over the Eastern refiners, reckon- 
ing on a basis of crude equivalent. 
The Tidewater people have not made 
public their rate as yet, so that we are 
unable to determine what, if any ef- 
fect has been had upon. their 
charges by the new terms of the 
United lines. 

One effect of the reduction has been 
to make the market in the regions 
firmer. At the same time oil for im- 
mediate shipment i: down to 55c, 
while certificates are worth about 70¢, 
the difference existing in the rebate 


of 15c on pipeage on oil which 
is for prompt shipment. There 
has been a further decline 
in the price of crude _ here 


during the week, and the present 
quotation is nominally 2}¢¢, while it is 
said that 2}4@234¢ would buy. The 
production of oil continues excessive'y 
heavy and is constantly increasing, 
the stock at the wells being 8,000 bbls 
greater on the ist inst than it wasa 
month earlier. The runs increased 
2,000 bbls during May, and skow a 
further increase this month but not 
in proportion to the inere sed 1 roduct. 

The refined market was weaker just 
following our last, sales being made 
on Wednesday at 6%c whi'e 6'4c was 
reached on Thursday, The vext day 
there was a Blight recovery occasioned 
hy ligbt offerings, and the warket 
worked vp to 65g¢e. On Saturday 
there appeared same scarcity of July 
oil, but the later months weie freely 
offered at 65c. Yesterday the mar- 
ket went up to 6c on spot and July 
in sympathy with the adv nee on the 
creek and in covsequen“2 o wore 
demand. These figures are maintained 
to-day,6%c being bid,with ' 0 coffe: ings, 
while for August and September the 
ma'ket is eaier There bh s beeia 
large business done on foreign ae 
count, the sales having reached about 
100,00) bbls. The ch iters for the 
week have been very heavy, a: shown 
below.

DRUG MARKET. 
Turespay Eve., June 23, 1579. 

The past week has been a fairly 
busy one in the line of drugs, and the 
business being transacted is better 
than the previous week. ‘Ihe in- 
quiry seems to be distributed pretty 
evenly over all d«scriptions of goods, 
while a few articles have been quite 
active, with a firmer feeling as 
to prices. ,The market seems to 
be in a better shape than for some time 
past, and the feeling is that business 
will continue fair even through the 
hot season, though of course no very 
special activity is looked for. ‘Ihere 
is scarcely any shading being done on 
any goods, while for a number higher 
prices are being asked. Opium has 
advanced «nd eanary sees are held 
for higher figures. ‘Ihe advices from 
abroad report great excitement in all 
foreign markets. 

Opium has been rather more active 
during the week, and more bu-iness is 
reported. Following our last, further 
advices were received from Smyrna, 
which reported the market as excited 
and very firm at 140 piasters, with this 
figure paid for some lots. ‘This had 
the effect of strengthening this mar- 
ket, and holders at once advanced 
their prices. There were sales of a 
few lots at $862!¢ previous to 
the advance, and some ten cases 
were placed at this figure. 
There was also a_ transaction 
on account of Smyrna parties ot 26 
cases in two lots at a private figure, 
but said to be about $3 6244.
